Boston, May 2.— The refusal of the 
Republican delegates at large to ac­ 
cept Colonel Roosevelt’s decision that 
they should vote for President Taft at 
the 
Chicago 
convention, 
although 
elected as Roosevelt 
delegates, has 
further complicated the situation aris­ 
ing from the state primaries. 
The 
situation 
is acknowledged 
by party 
leaders of both sides to be without 
parallel in the political history of the 
commonwealth. 
Although 
the 
Republicans of 
the 
fdate selected President Taft as their 
candidate for renomination by a ma­ 
jority of 3,655 over Colonel Roosevelt 
on the presidential preference ballot 
at the same time they elected by a de­ 
cisive vote the entire slate for eight 
delegates at large pledged to the for­ 
mer president. 
After two 
conferences the 
eight 
Roosevelt delegates at large decided 
not to take any joint action on the 
Attitude adopted by Colonel Roosevelt 
In releasing them from obligation to 
vote for him, but to leave eacli dele­ 
gate free to act as he sees fit. 
A state­ 
ment issued by Matthew Hale, chair­ 
man of the Roosevelt committee, says: 


Calls Meeting of Delegates. 


‘‘In view of the complicated political 
conditions following our state primary 
I decided to call a meeting of the 
eight delegates at large to discuss the 
situation. 
I had not then heard any- I 
thing about the delegates at large. Th** j 
delegates who assembled here, I be­ 
lieve, saw the newspaper accounts of I 
the colonel’s statement. 
"W ith the knowledge on the part of I 
•ach delegate that he had been fairly 
fleeted and squarely by a large ma­ 
jority over the Taft delegates it was 
the unanimous opinion 
they should 
stand together and vote for Roosevelt. 
Consequently a joint statement to this 
effect was signed 
by each delegate ; 
present. 
“ Later and after carefully consider- i 
fng the position so forcefully taken ; 
by Colonel Roosevelt the situation was I 
Again talked over with the delegates j 
and they decided to take no joint ac­ 
tion, but to rescind their agreement I 
arui 
leave 
each 
individual 
delegate i 
free to determine for himself his re­ 
sponsibility to bis constituents, and j 
to act accordingly.’’ 
In his request to the delegates at 
large Colonel Roosevelt declared it to 
be his wish to abide by the will of the 
people and that therefore the dele­ 
gates, though elected as pledged to 
him, should vote for Mr. Taft, w ho had 
received tho presidential 
preference i 
vote. 
One by one the delegates, as 
they were heard from, however, pro­ 
tested that under no circumstances * 
would they (ast their ballots other 
than they had been pledged.

NO LOSS OF LIFE OCCURS 


Three Hundred Feet of Embankment 


on Mississippi River Goes Out and 


Unless Crevasse Can 
Be Speedily 


Filled Inestimable Damage to Prop­ 


erty W ill Result. 


New Orleans. May 2.— Another seri­ 
ous break occurred in the Mississippi 
river levees at Torras, La., on the 
west side of the swollen stream. W ith ­ 
in two hours 300 feet of the ten-foot 
embankment had been carried away. 
No lives are reported lost. 
Unless the Torras crevasse can he 
closed, which appeared doubtful, inc s- 
tlmable damage will be added to the 
already 
large tolls in 
property de- 
strip tion. 
A permanent crevasse at 
Torras means the inundation of the 
sugar cane lands along the bank for 
a distance of perhaps sixty miles. 
The territory which lies in the path 
of the Torras crevasse is far richer 
and more densely populated than the 
several millions of acres already in­ 
undated. 
W hile the Torras break will give 
some relief from the enormous pres- ! 
sure against the levees south of that , 
point the flood waters are from half a 1 
foot to two feet above the previous j 
high record marks from Raton Rouge ! 
I south and other crevasses are int mi- 
I neat 
At Raton 
Rouge the gauge regis­ 
tered 42.1, a foot and half above the 
I 1903 record, and at New Orleans the 
I gauge registered 20.90 feet, a half foot 
I above the record stage. 
Reports from Northeast louisiana 
added several thousand victim s to tile 
homeless list. 
Several hundred more 
in W est Feliciana parish were report­ 
ed in need of supplies and from the 
Atchafalaya territory reports were re­ 
ceived of still other hundreds

have been driven from their homes.
